Reissue Applications 

1 . The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because the 
error which is relied upon to support the reissue application is not an error upon which a 
reissue can be based. See 37 CFR 1 .175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. The court decision 
stated that these claims 5 and 6 were obvious in view of the prior art of Johnson -645 
and Hildebrand '601 and the Power Supply Cookbook and the Motorola data sheet for 
the MC 34261 controller. It is therefore improper to assert this as an error. 
2. Claims 3. 7-35, 37, 38, 40-45 are rejected as being based upon a defective 
reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 .175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

4. Claims 24-35, 37, 38, and 40^4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Johnson (USP 5.463,280) in view of Power Supply Cookbook and 
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.he Motorola data sheet for the MC 34261 oontroller in view of Applioant Prior Art (APA) 
and in view of Hildebrand (USP 5.076,601). 

Johnson discloses the claimed invention (see figures) an AC input (1 02). a 
rectifier (108). a switching power supply (106) except for the use of eleotron^agnetic 
interference filter for use in the arf of power light emitting diodes (LED's). the use of 
series-parallel LED array and for their use in traffic, pedestrian or rail crossing signal 
housing. 

The Power Supply Cookbook and the Motorola data sheet for the MC 34251 
controller discloses that it is known in the art to use an electromagnetic interference 
filter for use with a switching power supply. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinal skill in the art at the time of the invenfion was made to modify the power supply 
assembly as taught by Johnson and use an electromagnetic filter (EMI) with the 
switching power supply as taught by the Power Supply Cookbook and the Motorola data 
sheet for the MC 34261 controller since the Power Supply Cookbook teaches that the 
electromagnetic filter (EMI) is crudal or essenfial element in any power factor correction 
circuitry. 

/ - Applicant's Prior Art (APA) in view of Hildebrand discloses that it is known in the 
art to make use of series-parallel LED array in a switctiingpo^^ to tt-eir 

use in traffic, pedestrian or rail aossing signal housing. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary sWll in the art at the time of 
the invention was made to modify the LED array as taught by Johnson. The Power 
Supply cookbook and the Motorola data sheet and use the series- parallel LED array 
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suing having dWeren. ou.en. paths, ,*ar,y shown in applicanVs prior ar. f,gure 1), and 
.ne,r use in .ra.c, pedestrian or rail aossing signa, housing, since APA teaches that 

.eature highly desirable for .heir use in .ratfio, pedestrian or rail crossing signals 

housing. 

.onnson in view o, Power Supply CooKPcoK and Motorola data sheet and in v,ew 
0, Applicants Prior Art (APA) disposes the Calmed Invention except for the use of a 

impedance if such conditions exists. 

Clamp Circuit used to help control leaKage currents hy providing high impedance „ such 

supply CooKboo. and Motorola data sheet and pro.de an adaptive damp circu.t as 
,augh, by Hildebrand, in order to lessen the effects of current leaKage inherent to LED 
circuitry and have a more dynamic response to this recurhng problem.
